The most successful season in the 23-year-history of the boys' basketball program culminated with an appearance in 
the New Jersey Tournament of Champions, beginning with a victory over the state Group IV champion, Rancocas 
Valley, and concluding with the TOC Final versus the #1 team in the nation, St. Anthony High School. The path to the 
state finals included a Group I Sectional championship over Bloomfield Tech, followed by a win over Cedar Grove in 
the state semifinal game, and a victory over Salem High School, making Science Park the Group I State Champion. 
Season highlights included a third consecutive Colonial Hills Conference championship, and a third consecutive 


championship in the Newark Christmas Tournament in a fiercely contested final with archival University High 
School. The season also included a first ever Essex County Tournament crown as Science unseated the reigning 12 
time champions from Seton Hall Prep. Science Park's 29 - 3 record resulted in a final ranking as the #4 team in New 
Jersey, and the state's #1 public school team.
